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In regards to applicants arguments regarding using the polymer of Freed in the invention of Okhai it is noted Freed et al. teach that the 
polyester, specifically PET layers are known equivalents to OPP with regards to permeable gas barrier layers. It has been held that known 
substituting a known equivalent is an obvious change and express suggestion to substitute one for the other is not necessary 
(MPEP21 44.06). Tl has also been held that reading a list and selecting a known compound to meet a known requirement is no more 
ingenious than selecting the last piece to stick in the last opening of a jig saw puzzle (MPEP2144.07). The PET of Freed is known to be 
used as a permeable gas barrier polymer for food applications and is shown to be equivalent in a list (it is noted that it is the examiners 
opinion that the list of compounds presented by Freed as more permeable gas barrier layers is not an excessive list) with polypropylene and 
as such the examiner maintains the current rejections. The examiner notes that the arguments concerning the unexpected results 
regarding the WVTR must be supported by data. It is noted that the previously submitted declaration was not found persuasive as it 
compared WVTR rates of a film thickness more than double the required thickness in the instant claims, and no evidence was submitted to 
show the WVTR rates of a composite film. 
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
